YK Fo rum Debates Questio n 
Of Human Relatio ns Actio n

cu ssion centering on “Hu man 
Relations Commission — Is It 
Necessary or Not?” with Dr. 
Hru by and 
Arlington 
Heights 
Village Tru stee Bu d Beacham 
serv ing as p anelists. 
The q u estion of a Hu man Re­ 
lations Commission has been 
a 
hotly 
discu ssed 
v illage 
issu e 
since last Ju ly when the v illage 
board v oted to kill a Leagu e 
of Women Voters p rop osal that 
u rged the establishm ent of su ch 
an agnecy . 
Argu ing in fav or of a com­ 
mission, Dr. Hru by stated that 
the growing comp lex ity of v il­ 
lage 
gov ernment 
p laces 
an 
astonishing bu rden on local of­ 
ficials. They are ex p ected to be 
ex p erts 
on 
ev ery thing. 
The 
mobilization of the commu nity ’s 
best informed p eop le, into an of­ 
ficial agency 
rep resenting 
ail 
asp ects of v illage life, wou ld 
serv e as a trem endou s tool in 
aiding the v illage in solv ing the 
difficu lt social p roblem of inte­ 
gration, he maintained. 
TRUSTEE BEACHAM in de­ 
fending the v illage board’s stand 
against the establishm ent of a 
Hu man Relations 
Commission 
told the au dience that he had 
been the target of a barrage 
of telep hone abu se du ring the 
p ast week. 
“ I hav e been accu sed of being 
a bigot; of being against inte­ 
gration; against Negroes, Mex i­ 
cans and Jew s, Beacham con­ 
tinu ed.” The q u estion seem s to 
be whether or not gov ernment 
shou ld be an agent for social 
change. Ju st becau se 
gov ern­ 
m ent is not encou raging change 
does not mean it is against it. 
“The resp onsibility for main­ 
taining law and order rests sole­ 
ly with the elected officials and 
not any sp ecial agency . T h e 
board takes the stand that bu r­ 
den of enforcement is on their 
shou lders and shou ld 
not 
be 
delegated to any other grou p .” 
BEACHAM STATED that set­ 
ting u p a commission as p rop os­ 
ed by the Leagu e of Women 
v oters cou ld create m ore p rob­ 
lem s than it solv es. 
“ The board is aw are of the 
need for p romoting u nderstand­ 
ing. We encou rage it. Ju st as 
we are determ ined 
that 
the 
laws will be enforced 
w i t h 
eq u ality for all. Howev er we 
take sharp issu e with an agency 


that wou ld hav e the right to 
inv estigate, h e a r comp laints, 
m ake 
recom m endations 
a nd 
giv e adv ice concerning law en­ 
forcement. 
“ This simp ly giv es the p olice 
chief two bosses. And this can 


lead to a clash. After inv estiga­ 
tion it was the board’s feeling 
that the edu cational and infor­ 
m ativ e asp ect of the com m is­ 
sion, which is what we su p p ort, 
cou ld be ju st as well handled 
by an ex isting grou p . The Com­ 
mu nity Cou ncil was asked to 
handle this p roject.” 
I)R. HRUBY charged that the 
board’s alarm at establishing a 
commission that wou ld h a v e 
p owers of 
inv estigation 
w a s 
merely “ cranking u p a ghost 
where I su sp ect it nev er really 
ex isted.” 
“ It ap p ears to me that the 
board v iews a Hu man Relations 
Commission as some sort of a 
m onster thing, an enemy . Bu t 
since the board will ap p oint the 
m em bers, I can’t reason why 
they wou ld ap p oint the enemy . 
“The commission wou ld not 
be m ade u p of wild-ey ed do 
gooders hiding in a closet. Bu t 
rather a grou p 
of 
informed 


citizens 
whose 
sole 
p u rp ose 
wou ld be to inform the Citizens 
and adv ise the board.” 
The only su stained ap p lau se 
of the ev ening cam e when Dr. | 
Hu rby charged that “the sole j 
argu ment the 
board 
seems to 
offer against the commission is 
that it did not agree with one 
p rop osal m ade by one p riv ate 
grou p . If the board doesn’t like 
the way that ordinance w a s 
worked why doesn’t it simp ly 
change the wording?” 
Du ring a q u estion p eriod that 
followed the op ening discu ssion 
statem ents, Tru stee 
Beacham, 
in resp onse 
to a p ointed q u ery , 
stated that the v illage board 
did see an inform al rep ort that 
charged 
a Negro family had 
been refu sed in an attem p t to 
p u rchase a hou se in Arlington 
Heights. He added that the re­ 
p ort was clearly after the fact 
and becau se no incident grew 
ou t of the alleged action the 
board was u nable to do any ­ 
thing. 
“ IN FACT.” Beacham con­ 
tinu ed, “ law enforcement is the 
last action we wou ld take if a 
p roblem occu rs in the v illage. 
And thou gh we do not hav e a 


written p lan, we hav e discu ssed 
what we wou ld do. I can tell 
y ou , the board m em bers wou ld 
them selv es go into a neighbor­ 
hood in attem p t to ease a situ a­ 
tion before the p olice were dis­ 
p ensed. 
“ The board is honestly doing 
its best to p rep are for integra­ 
tion when it comes. Bu t p er­ 
hap s we hav e ap p roached the

FIVE DAYS

week 
Mrs. 
Thomas spends as m u sical ther­ 
apist at Little City , commu nity 
for the mentally retarded near 
Palatine. From there she ru shes 
home to teach the organ at St. 
Theresa Chu rch. 


Mrs. Thomas has been an ele­ 
m entary school teacher in Illi­ 
nois, Florida and New York . 
From her y ears of contact with 
children she has dev eloped 
a 
special concern for those she 
term s “ borderline”—slow learn­ 
ers who hav e no 
interest 
or 
slight interest in book learning 
bu t show other aptitu des, par­ 
ticu larly m echanical. 


“ Ou r present school sy stem s 
don't do ju stice to these y ou ng­ 
sters,” declared 
Mrs. 
C arter. 
“ My goal is to establish a school 
for these 
borderline 
children 
who hav e a limited interest in 
book s bu t are of high m entali­ 
ty .” 


SHE

She was im pressed with the 
casu al m anner and methods of 
those teachers, who employ ed a 
more mother-lik e approach in 
their instru ction. 


“ We too often

book ,’ ” Mrs. C arter ex plained, 
“ and we lose ou r hu man intu i­ 
tion.” 
At Little City Mrs. Thomas 
has six classes, ranging in age 
from 5 to 16 y ears. 
“ Mu sic reliev es their tensions 
wonderfu lly ,”

“ Sometimes they ru sh to the

ONE OF HER problem s is 
k eeping a v olu nteer to help her.

Harry Porter, Civic A c t i o n 
Party candidate for Palatine 
president, this week said that 
when elected he would appoint 
a village attorney who lives 
outside the village.

s-s-w-w-o -o -o -SH-SH-SH! Here they co me!! 
Ca rs a ccelera ting to fa nta stic speeds co me strea k­ 
ing do wn the stra ig ht-a -wa y . . . 
SH-SH-SH-o -o -o -w-w-s-s! There they g o !! 
Hitting the fa r co rner the ra cers ca reen fo ur a brea st. 
But wa it! Number 6 7 ’s in tro uble; he’s o n edg e. Will he 
be a ll rig ht? 
Yes, he’s ba ck . . . Oh 
no , he’s g o ing o v e r . The 
cro wd’s screa ming ! Number 
6 7 flipped into the a ir, o v er 
the reta ining wa ll, a nd o nto 
the flo o r! Ca n he finish? 
The 
worried 
driv er stoops 
ov er and picks u p his car. The 
roof is g one, the motors loose, 
bu t the driv er slips it back in­ 
to the slot. Can it ru n? Bou nd­ 
ing back arou nd the table the 
driv er g rabs his controler and. . 
Nu mber 67 is back in the race! 
And that’s ju st a sample of 
the torridly paced action fou nd 
in slot car racing , a fast g oing , 
faster 
g rowing 
hobby - sport. 
What is slot car racing ? 
It’s the ru nning of miniatu re 
au tos ov er a larg e indoor cou rse 
or track. In 
the 
track 
are 
g roov es or slots and into the 
slots g o metal electrical con­ 
tacts which are u nder the front 
bu mper of each car. The car’s 
speed and braking are reg u lat­ 
ed by a controler which is held 
by the 
“driv er” on 
the side­ 
lines. - 


DURING 
THE 
past 
sev en 
months three pu blic slot racing 
tracks hav e been opened in 
Bensenv ille, Addison and Wheel­ 
ing . 
Others 
hav e 
recently 
spru ng u p in Glenv iew, Forest 
Park, Franklin Park, Elmhu rst, 
Lombard, Wheaton, and Glen 
Elly n. 
Tracks for slot car racing are 
either of an ov al or modified 
fig u re-eig ht shape. The latter 
featu re 
an 
u nder 
and 
ov er 
bridg e sy stem where the u pper 
and lower parts of the “8 ” con­ 
nect. Usu ally a track will ac­ 
commodate from fou r to 
12 
cars, each with its own lane or 
slot. Lap leng ths v ary from 8 5 
to 140 feet on the commercial 
lay ou ts and, while costs v ary 
also, a price of $4,000 for a fu l­ 
ly equ ipped track is not u n­ 
u su al. 
Controlers 
are 
deceptiv ely 
simple dev ices. The most com­ 
mon ty pe is made of plastic 
and featu res a, sing le plu ng er or 
bu tton. The fu rther the plu ng er 
is depressed the faster the car 
trav els. When the plu ng er’s re­ 
leased that acts as a brake and 
the car qu ickly slows. 
From ev ery controler ru ns 
some wires. Those wires con­ 
nect onto a plu g which fits 
into the electrical circu it for 
a sing le lane. Plu g s at each 
commercial track differ and 
are rented by the hou r to those 
who want to race. A controler 
sells for between $3 and $8 . 
Cars are made in a mu lti­ 
tu de of scales, models and col­ 
ors and can be as cheap or ex ­ 
pensiv e as the owner wishes. 
The two commonest 
a u t o 
scales are the 1/24 and 1/32 
which are either a 24th or 32nd 
of a 
real 
car’s 
size. 
Those 
scales are between fou r and 
sev en inches long and are also 
the only two sizes approv ed for 
any official competition. Some 
cars howev er, rang e in leng ths 
u p to 10 or 12 inches. 
Common models inclu de the 
1934, ’36, or ’49 Ford, the ’55 
Chev rolet, ’65 Mu stang , Sting 
Ray or Volkswag en in addition 
to the standard, bu llet-shaped 
racing model. Colors are u su al­ 
ly ou trag eou sly brig ht and a 
mix tu re of g reen, pu rple and 
y ellow on one car is qu ite nor­ 
mal. 


OF ALL CARS the 1/24 is 
most popu lar probably du e to its 
combination of g reat speed and 
“ road sticking ” capacity . 
If 
the 
prospectiv e 
bu y er 
chooses, he can pu rchase a kit 
containing 
all 
the 
materials 
needed to constru ct one car for 
between $5 and $13. Newest de­ 
v elopment in the kit department 
is one which prov ides compon­ 
ents for three cars and is be­ 
coming known as one of the 
speediest. 
A slot enthu siast, the 
real 
pros, scorn kits and assemble 
their cars from scratch. By bu y ­ 
ing the eng ine with the best 
g ear ratio and most power, by 
g etting the tops in ball bearing 
wheels, by finding ju st the rig ht 
body sty le, spring su spension, 
chassis, 
etc., 
those 
“ in 
the 
know” hope to own a winner. 
Using this method one racing 
car can easily cost u p to $60. 
Whatev er the price howev er, 
ev ery thing is risked on a sharp 
tu rn taken at hig h speed. Un­ 
less a talented hand is at the 
controler, a lot of money can 
be lost in a flip off the track 
or into another car. 
When ra cing the ca r there 


a re ma ny tricks o f the tra de 
which must be lea rned. Using 
so dder. cla y , a nd ev en g um 
to a dd weig ht so ca rs will bet­ 
ter ho ld the tra ck; g etting the 
la ne which best fits a driv er’s 
a bility a nd indiv idua l v ehicle; 
a nd o bta ining the g ea r ra tio , 
eng ine, 
a nd 
co ntro ler 
mo st 
suiting the driv er’s sty le a re 
a ll 
techniques 
emplo y ed by 
the ex perienced slo tter. 
And where do the slot racers 
cong reg ate? Arou nd Bensenv ille 
they g o to Center Rack and Cu e 
at 16 S. Center, while Wheeling 
slotters show u p at Tony ’s Hob­ 
by Lobby , 747 W. Du ndee Road. 
The Past Time Cy clery at 22 E . 
Lake is where the Addison rac­ 
ing bu g s hang ou t. 
ack and Cu e was opened last 
September by Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Richard Wesley of 630 W. Mc­ 
Lean in Bensenv ille. The slot 
car track there was installed in 
December as the resu lt of a 
trip to California where the 
sport orig inated. “Slot car rac­ 
ing is v ery popu lar in the west,” 
stated Marie Wesley . “We felt 
it wou ld also become popu lar in 
Illinois.” 
The Rack and Cu e track is an 
ov al one prov iding a 9 0-foot lap 
leng th and lanes for eig ht cars. 
Any one wishing to u se the track 
bring s his own racer and con­ 
troler and rents a plu g from 
R & C for 60 cents an hou r. 


APPARENTLY people of all 
ag es like the racing activ ity . 
Told 
Mrs. 
Wesley : 
“Some 
smaller children come in, qu ite 
a few teenag ers do and many 
adu lts. It’s been mainly boy s 
on the track so far, bu t we do 
g et more wiv es and g irl friends 
all the tim e.” 
“The cars on ou r track u su al­ 
ly can g et u p to arou nd 25 or 
30 miles per hou r,” commented 
Dick Wesley . “ I do hav e a car 
which I’v e clocked at 42 miles 
per hou r, and that’s actu al, not 
scaled speed.” For a 1/24 car 
the scaled speed at 42 mph is 
1,008 mph. 
Tony ’s 
Hobby 
Lobby 
was 
opened ju st one month ag o by 
Tony Crabtree and his father. 
The 
two 
Wheeling 
residents 
hav e only the track and car 
accessories in their store now 
bu t soon they plan to ex pand 
and inclu de all hobbies. 
The Crabtree’s track is one 
they bu ilt themselv es. It took 
them one month and they ’re 
still not qu ite finished. “We’re 
still g oing to add hou ses and 
sig ns to the infield,” said Tony .

“Alway s be on y ou r

when y ou ’re offered something 
free,” adv ised Mr. R. Stev ens, 
rep resenting the Bu reau of Con­ 
su mer Frau d, when he sp ok e to 
the Elk Grov e Village Ju nior 
Woman's Clu b at their Ap ril 7 
meeting. 
Mr. 
Stev ens ex p lained t h e 
Consu mer Frau d Act, which was 
drafted in 1961 by William G. 
Clark , attorney general of Illi­ 
nois. This act, enforced by the 
Bu reau , p rov ides for direct civ il 
action against frau du lent mer­ 
chants, allowing 
the 
attorney 
general to enjoin them from 
illegal bu siness transactions and 
marshal their assets to be re­ 
stored to defrau ded consu mers. 


IN SUCH cou rt action, the at­ 
torney general acts as a rep re­ 
sentativ e of the consu mer at no 
cost. Since its incep tion, t h e 
Bu reau has recov ered $1,000,000 


from frau du lent p ractices. 
Mr. Stev ens went on to de­ 
scribe some of the cases handl­ 
ed by the Bu reau , ranging from 
“bait” adv ertising and mislabel­ 
ed merchandise to high-p ressu re 
salesmanship . Since frau du lent 
bu sinesses 
are 
the 
ex cep tion 
rather than the ru le, Mr. Stev en 
stressed the imp ortance of bu y ­ 
ing confidently from legitimate 
firms and thorou ghly check ing 
concerns which are u nfamiliar 
to the consu mer. 
This can 
e a s i l y be done 
throu gh 
the 
Better 
Bu siness 
Bu reau and local chambers of 
commerce.

placed after roasting. 


BOTH “ STYLES” are cooked 
in the same way . Both should 
have the fell, the tin paper-like 
covering, left 
on 
them. 
Fell 
helps the roast retain its shape 
during roasting and also helps 
shorten the cooking time. 
ROAST LEG OF LAMB 
Select a 5 to 7-pound leg of 
lamb, fell left on. Season with 
salt and pepper. Place the cut 
side down on rack in an open 
roasting pan. 
Insert roast meat thermome­ 
ter so the bulb reaches the cen­ 
ter of the thickest part of the 
leg. Make certain the bulb does 
not rest in fat or on bone. Do 
not add water. Do not cover. 
ROAST IN A slow oven (325 
degrees) for 3 to 4 hours. The 
roast meat 
thermometer 
will 
register 175 degrees for me­ 
dium-done or 180 degrees for 
well-done. Allow 30 to 35 min­ 
utes per 
pound 
for 
roasting 
time. 
Let the lamb roast rest or 
“ set” before carving, about 15 
minutes. This makes it easier 
to cut into attractive slices. 
Alway s plan to serve lamb 
hot or cold, never lukewarm. If 
y ou like, pass a sauce along 
with the meat. Either of these 
is appealing: 


CURRANT-MINT sauce uses 
1 cup of currant jelly , melted 
over low heat. Add to it 1 ta­ 
blespoon finely 
chopped 
mint 
leaves and 1 teaspoon grated 
o r a n ge peel arid mix well. 
Yield: 1 cup sauce. 
GRAPE SAUCE takes 1 cup 
grape jelly mix ed with 1 tea­ 
spoon grated lemon rind and 1 
teaspoon 
lemon 
juice. 
Heat 
slowly , stirring constantly , until 
jelly melts. 
If desired, sprinkle 2 to 3 tea­ 
spoons 
slivered, 
toasted 
al­ 
monds over the top before serv­ 
ing. Yield; 1 cup sauce. 
(SH 


2 teaspoons vanilla ex tract 
1 cup (2 sticks) soft butter 
or margarine 
2 cups sugar 
5 large eggs, separated 
1 cup milk 
3 drops y ellow food coloring 
(optional) 
Sift together the first 3 ingre­ 
dients and set aside. Mix mace 
and vanilla ex tract with butter 
or margarine. Gradually blend 
in sugar. Beat in 1 egg y olk. 
Add flour mix ture alternately 
with milk. Beat 4 of the egg 
whites until they stand in soft, 
stiff peaks. (Save remaining egg 
white for frosting.) Fold into 
the mix ture. 


DIVIDE THE batter into 2 
equal parts and blend the 4 egg 
y olks (and y ellow food coloring, 
if used) into 1 part. Drop white 
and y ellow batters alternately 
into 
a 
well-greased, 
lightly 
floured 10 x 4-inch tube pan. 
Bake in a preheated slow oven 
(325 degrees) 1 hour and 20 
minutes or until a cake tester 
inserted in the center comes 
out clean. Remove from oven. 
Cool in pan 20 minutes. 
Turn out onto a wire rack to 
finish cooling. Frost top 
and 
sides with white frosting. 
Yield: One 10-inch tube cake. 


EASY WHITE FROSTING 
1 large egg white 
Vi teaspoon cream of tartar 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
V4 teaspoon ground mace 
3A cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla ex tract 
Vi cup boiling water 
Place all ingredients in the 
small, deep bowl of the electric 
mix er. Beat with electric beat­ 
er, at high speed, until very 
stiff. Spread over top and sides 
of cake. 
Yield: Frosting for a 10-inch 
tube cake.

ITEM: Mattress pads and pil­ 
low covers are the latest house­ 
hold cottons with stain and water- 
repellent finishes. You can get 
both zippered mattress covers 
and fitted pads with protective 
finishes. 


ITEM: Studies have shown that 
the teenage girl is the poorest fed 
member of the family . Studies 
show that calcium, vitamin C and 
vitamin A are the nutrients most 
frequently missing.

ITEM: If y ou own an old home 
and are bothered by powdering 
plaster, ex perts recommend that 
y ou brush off as much of the 
plaster as possible and then apply 
a coat of light weight canvas as 
y ou would wallpaper. This gives a 
new base for paint and unless the 
powder is deep, it should stick. 
If it is deep, a still wall lining 
can be anchored to the wall. 


ITEM: Before repainting red­ 
wood, y ou’ll have to remove all 
of the previous coat of paint 
which isn’t adhering tightly to 
the wood. Wire brushing or sand­ 
ing is probably the best approach. 
Then paint with a quality ex ­ 
terior oil house paint. Be sure to 
get enough on to seal the wood 
thoroughly since redwood con­ 
tains certain water soluble dy es.

Even at the 
present time the clear purity of the stately lily seems to 
embody the religious significance of Easter.

Some of the new com­ 
pact or shorter lilies are 
ideal for such settings. 
To extend the holiday season 
and the depth of feeling the sea­ 
son em braces, consider the se­ 
lection of a lily with but one 
flower open. This way a plant 
filled with buds will present a 
newly opened flower each day 
for several days. 
As each bloom opens, pluck 
out the powdery yellow anthers. 
This will prevent a yellow stain 
on the flower. It will also pre­ 
vent pollination and thus extend 
the life of the bloom.

“It’s g ood psy cholog y on the 
part of the store, and it often 
works . . 
Mr. Ev ans made it work for 
him when the last of his three 
children finished colleg e. He was 
56 at the time. He made it work 
ag ain two y ears later when his 
mother died. 
“For almost 10 y ears Mama and 
I had been skimping to g et the 
kids throu g h colleg e,” he ex ­ 
plains. “Skimping had become a 
way of life. We started ou t pay ing 
$9 00 a y ear for the first child, 
ju mped to $16 00 when two of the 
kids dou bled u p on u s in colleg e, 
then wou nd u p with the last child 
at a flat $1200 a y ear. 
“Su ddenly we were free of the 
long bu rden.

When div idends started coming he 
tu rned them back into more stock. 
And when his mother died, the 
$50 a month he had befcn g iv ing 
toward her su pport for sev en 
y ears went the way of the colleg e 
money . The Ev ans 
hou sehold 
didn’t miss that either. 
In the nine y ears from the time 
Mr. Ev ans bou g ht his first stock 
u ntil he retired at 65, he had 
pu t rou g hly $15,000 into the pot. 
Thanks to the div idends that he 
reinv ested, and the strong g rowth 
of some of the stocks, he reached 
6 5 
with 
slig htly 
more 
than 
$34,000. 
“It was now time to stop taking 
chances, which y ou do when y ou 
bu y common stocks,” say s Mr. 
Ev ans. “So I sold the entire lot 
of common stocks and pu t the 
$34,000 into bonds and preferred 
stocks, for an av erag e retu rn of 
414 per cent. 
“Now I had a reasonably safe 
income of $120 a month from 
here on, in ex chang e for g iv ing 
u p $100 a month for nine y ears, 
and $50 for sev en. And to boot 
I had $34,000 to leav e my chil­ 
dren, or spend if I wanted to . . . ”

My attention has been directed 
to the fact that action has been 
taken by the v illag e board a few 
weeks ag o wherein they propose 
to ag ain hav e an eng ineering 
firm inv estig ate the Mou nt Pros­ 
pect water situ ation. 
This is being done, not throu g h 
the efficient processes of ob­ 
taining cost estimates and bids, 
bu t by offering to pay hig h fees 
reg ardless of the adv erse ef­ 
fect on ou r tax es. 
Ju st becau se the v illag e fa­ 
thers hav e adv ised a tax rate 
which insu res adeq u ate fu nds 
this does not ju stify spending 
the money freely . In fact, when 
the bu dg et was presented it was 
g lossed ov er rapidly and assu r- 
' ances g iv en by the v illag e presi­ 
dent 
that we 
the tax pay ers 
shou ld not be alarmed at its 
enormity becau se the amou nts 
wou ld u ndou btedly be u nderru n 
appreciably . 
It is qu ite ev ident that ou r 
v illag e g ov ernment is try ing to 
spend ou r money in ev ery con­ 
ceiv able way reg ardless of mer­ 
it. 
The big bonanza which the 
v illag e receiv es from the retail 
sales tax , instead of benefiting 
the tax pay er in the form of su b­ 
stantially lower tax es on real 
estate, we find that the fantas­ 
tic 1.9 million dollar bu dg et 
mu st be spent. 
The action referred to abov e 
consists of req u esting an en­ 
g ineering firm to stu dy the wa­ 
ter situ ation at the rate of $200 
per day for each of the firm’s 
partners who may dev ote their 
time to the stu dy . 
Fu rthermore, whenev er any 
eng ineers are working on the 
stu dy the firm is being offered 
dou ble pay for each eng ineer 
on the job. In addition the v il­ 
lag e will prov ide office space 
and clerical help at no cost to 
the eng ineering firm. I am not 
su re ju st how many partners are 
in the firm bu t I sincerely hope 
that, be it fou r or more, that 
all partners don’t find it nec­ 
essary to spend many day s 
looking at ou r wells, water u s­ 
ag e records and other material 
for their stu dy . The cost cou ld 
sky rocket alarming ly . Parkin­ 
son’s law is operating in ou r 
v illag e, namely , “Ex penditu re 
rises to meet income” (bu dg et). 
This ty pe of “pork barrel” 
waste shou ld certainly cau se 
ev ery tax pay er to interest him­ 
self more v itally in the issu es 
at stake in the coming April 20 
election.
